The meeiing at Morri 
is still in rapid progre 
has been going now 
eleven weeks. Many hearts 
are being made _ glad and 
homes happy. 

“The entrance of thy word 
giveth light.” But often it 
takes much time and labor to 
get the “Word” before the 
minds of the people, so as to 
get the desired results. And, 
too, if we succeed in having 
a revival, it requires as much 
or more time to get things ad- 
justed - arranged to feed the 
lambs, to keep them warmed 
and sheltered and protected. 
It is quite evident that much 
good labor has been lost, on 
the account of haste. It is 
sometimes helpful toelucidate 
an abstract principle by a con- 
crete and simple example. 

The manner in which the 
many thousands of men and 
women are changed from na- 
ture to grace, which isbrought 
about by the power of the 
gospel and the faithful service 
of His willing servants, may 
be illustrated by the familiar 
process of chicken raising, or 
hatching. A normal chicken 
egg will be converted into a 
living chicken, if kept ina 
temperature of 98 1-2 degrees 
for twenty-one days. Now 
just observe some of the 
most striking phases of the 
process, 1. An egg is entire- 
ly and radically different 
from a chicken, in form and 
substance. And under or- 
dinary circumstances, it can 
be readily determined wheth- 
er an object is the one or the 
other but after the egg has, 
passed a few days in the life 
producing temperature, radi- 
ating from the hatching hen, 
its idenity no longer so clear. 


The embryo of the chicken, 


maybe discerned in the con- 
tents of the egg, and every 
day therefore the substance 


_lof the egg continues changing 


every day it becomes a little 
less egg and a little more 
chicken, until on the last day 
nothing is left of the egg but 
the torm,(the shell) the sub- 
stance on the inside 1s a liv- 
ing complete and full organ- 
ized chicken. Similarily the 
gospel, when given out by 
the Holy Ghost man or wo- 
man will produce the same 
good result. 


Most hens, have enough 
God-given instinct to stay on 
the nest, with little or no food 
or water until the twenty- 
one days expire, and then 
like faithful Paul and Daniel, 
she being weak through much 
fasting— “Tho faint, yet per- 
suing,” she remains with her 
little flock, fighting away the 
hawks and scratching food 
for her young until they are 
able to ‘‘exhort one another.” 
But in some cases there are 
exceptions to the rule. 
There are some preachers, 
however, who are like some 
setting hen, that wants to see 
where some other hen has 
made the nest, and thus will 
squall and peck till they get 
the supremacy, and soon will 
leave the nest and thus spoil 
a nice setting of eggs. Such 
setter as this can spoil more 
good eggs, than a flock of 
good hens can produce, how- 
ever such is the case. 


If all such preachers would 
go and start a Holiness incu- 
bator, registering just 98 1-2 
degrees gospel heat, and keep 
it going till 3 times 7 days or 
weeks, they could soon see 
results that they themselves 
would be delighted to remain. 


Some, however, try to make 
the fire too hot, and thus get 
themselves a bad name, and 
so they haste away feeling 
like the plan of salvation was 
a profound failure, when no- 
thing was wrong only the 
preacher did not have all the 
Godly ability he should have. 
At this place we found a few 
‘spoilt’ eggs, which aftercare- 
ful examination, we rejected, 
and therefore we had more 
room for the balance. Amid 
all the bad weather, false 
teachers, and hypocritical 
professors,and “science falsely 
so called.” 


We have had the biggest, 
longest, and most far-reach- 
ing revival | have ever con- 
ducted. About  thirity-five 
have been baptized with the 
Holy Ghost, about thirty in 
water, and the church has 
been setin order. A handsome 
little number with a_ thrifty 
Sunday School of about 125 
innumber.
